Zeroing in on vulnera- 
bilities is the first step 
toward vanquishing 
them. Pinpointing the 
sites of your system 
inadequacies is easier 
with a vulnerability 
scanner. These scan- 
ners seek out mis- 
configured or outdat- 
ed applications, un- 
used open ports and 
network components, 
and other potential sys- 
tem security shortcom- 
ings. Vulnerability scan- 
ners will also root out ser- 
vices or applications that 
your organization does not re- 
quire but that are nevertheless 
being enabled on your system by de- 
fault. These scanners arm your security 
team with the same tools and techniques 
that are exploited by malicious coders 




and hackers. By using the same 
equipment, your team is more likely 
to avoid defeat at the hand of those 
adversaries.

Proactive tactics 
use preventive measures to 
impede host- or network-based 
attacks on an organization's net- 
work. As the name implies, reac- 
tive tactics are measures organi- 
zations take after they've learned 
their network has been compro- 
mised. Organizations today 
almost invariably accept that if 
they maintain a network, they 
must also devote some resources 
to proactive network manage- 
ment or suffer expenses for re- 
pairs if they don't. 



Competent management of 
the organization's network en- 
sures that users experience a 
minimum of downtime. At the 
crux of effective management 
lies control of the network 
through detailed, pertinent, pre- 
ventive problem solving. Instead 
of relying on repairs as solutions 
after troubles arise, effective 



managers take preventive mea- 
sures before crises occur. Ex- 
perts propose a variety of routes 
for reaching the same effective 
management destination via pre- 
ventive, proactive tactics. 

Ensuring Security & Reliability 

Averting a crisis as opposed to 
repairing its damage is the pre- 
ferred tactic. But, when it comes

The Dow Jones industrial average bounced back the week ended Oct. 27 
as falling oil prices helped ease fears among investors. Crude-oil prices dipped 
below $53 a barrel, and analysts held out hope that it would continue to dip after 
the U.S. elections. The Dow closed on Oct. 27 at 10002.03, up from 9886.93 a 
week earlier, while the Nasdaq closed at 1969.99, up from 1932.97. 



I Google Acquires 
Mapping Software Company 

Google agreed to acquire mapping soft- 
ware firm Keyhole for an undisclosed price 
as an expansion of its ability to search 
through images. Keyhole uses a database of 
satellite images and aerial photos to create 
3D maps that allow users to zoom in on 
street-level images of addresses. Keyhole's 
technology was used by CNN to create maps 
of the Iraqi landscape to show battlegrounds. 

I Intel Invests In Craig McCaw Startup 

Intel announced it was investing an un- 
disclosed sum in cellular billionaire Craig 
McCaw's Clearwire startup. The company is 
creating high-speed wireless Internet service 
that intends to bypass cable TV and phone 
companies with a technology known as 
WiMax. WiMax can deliver high-speed 
Internet within 1 to 10 miles of an antenna. 
Clearwire has started service in Jacksonville, 
Fla., and plans on rolling it out across the 
United States, Canada, and Mexico. 

I Apple Expands iPod Strategy 

Apple unveiled a new color-screen version 
of its iPod music player, as well as a special- 
edition version in a partnership with the rock 
band U2. The color model can display photos 
on its own or on a TV at prices ranging from 
$499 to $599. The U2-themed iPod is priced 
at $349 and comes with a 20GB hard drive. 

I SAP Teams With HP On Utility Pricing 

German software maker SAP allied itself 
with HP in order to stave off threats from 



rivals who charge monthly fees for software. 
SAP and HP will jointly market SAP's busi- 
ness systems for a monthly fee as low as 
$325 per user. HP will run and maintain the 
software in its own data centers. Rivals such 
as Salesforce.com have created a pay-as- 
you-go software model that threatens soft- 
ware makers that have big-ticket prices. 
Previously SAP officials had said that the 
software model was overhyped. 

I SGI Sets New Record 
In Supercomputing Speed 

Silicon Graphics said it set a new world 
record for supercomputing speed with its 
Columbia supercomputer for NASA. SGI 
touted a speed of 42.7 trillion calculations per 
second, a speed that beat the current leaders 
from NEC and IBM. But the machine will 
likely have a higher speed because the test 
used only 16 of Columbia's 20 servers. The 
full machine will have 10,240 Itanium micro- 
processors. By contrast, IBM's BlueGene/L 
will have more than 130,000 processors. 

I LSI Lays Off 11% Of Workers 

LSI Logic said that the chip industry went 
into a downturn in the third quarter, dragging 
down sales of its communications and stor- 
age chips. The company said it would lay off 
510 workers, or 11% of its 4,800, in an effort 
to shave costs. But LSI CEO Wilf Corrigan 
said that the inventory correction might ease 
at the end of the fourth quarter. More than 30 
chip makers preannounced weak earnings, 
and research firm iSuppli reported that $1 
billion in excess chip inventory existed in the 
third quarter. 



I TSMC Reports Grim Chip Outlook 

Taiwan Semiconductor Manufacturing 

said that profit hit a record for the second 
consecutive quarter but warned that the chip 
industry was headed for a downturn. TSMC 
CEO Morris Chang said that chip sales will 
be almost flat in 2005, compared to earlier 
predictions of 10% growth. He blamed 
weakening business confidence, oil prices, 
and weak consumer spending in the United 
States. TSMC is a contract manufacturer of a 
broad array of chips, and so it is considered a 
bellwether. Chang said the company might 
shave back its investments in new factory 
capacity next year. 

I Cingular Completes Purchase 
Of AT&T Wireless 

Cingular Wireless closed its $41 billion 
cash purchase of AT&T Wireless, creating 
the largest U.S. mobile telecommunications 
service with 46 million customers. Cingular, 
a venture of SBC Communications and 
BellSouth, surpasses Verizon Wireless as the 
top U.S. provider. To close the deal, the com- 
pany had to sell off airwaves in 30 markets 
and give up about 325,000 customers. But the 
Cingular network still covers the top 100 U.S. 
markets and 49 states. Meanwhile, AT&T 
settled a shareholder suit for $100 million. 



I Broadcom Hires New CEO 

Broadcom appointed former Philips 
Semiconductor CEO Scott McGregor as its 
new chief executive officer. McGregor 
replaces Lanny Ross, who stepped in as 
temporary CEO two years ago after co- 
founder Henry Nicholas stepped down. 
McGregor said he resigned from the Philips 
post in September because he wanted to 
return to the United States. He will assume 
the post on Jan. 1 because his contract with 
Philips bars him from taking a job until 
then. Broadcom co-founder Henry Samueli 
will remain chief technical officer. 

I Graphics Chip Market Share 
Changes Hands 

NVIDIA lost its top spot in the graphics 
chip market in the third quarter, according 
to Mercury Research. Rival ATI Tech- 
nologies took No. 1 with 59% of the over- 
all graphics chip market, up from 46% in 
the second quarter. NVIDIA' s share 
dropped to 37% in the third quarter, com- 
pared to 50% in the second quarter. ATI 
said it did a better job handling the transi- 
tion to PCI Express-based graphics. But 
NVIDIA said that its results for its third- 
fiscal quarter ended Oct. 24 will be better 
than expected.

managers in effectively overseeing 
the activities carried out on their 
network. Its chief purpose and ulti- 
mate goal is ensuring the consistent 
security, reliability, and optimum 
performance of the system. 

So, why is it that smaller enter- 
prises often do not follow through 
with such a critical process? Dave 
Wreski, CEO of Guardian Digital, 
an Internet security company, says, 
"This oversight can mostly be 
attributed to lack of resources. 
Network management is made up 
of five distinct areas: performance 
management, configuration man- 
agement, accounting management, 
fault management, and security 
management." 

Wreski goes on to say that each 
of these areas requires dedicated 
resources for monitoring and 
maintenance. Most small and 
medium- sized organizations face 
the same IT tribulations: lack of 
expendable income and a shortage 
of qualified IT professionals. 
Combine that with the prolifera- 
tion of Internet threats and the 
ever-quickening pace of techno- 
logical developments, and it 
becomes nearly impossible for 
smaller companies to consistently 



monitor/maintain the overall secu- 
rity of their networks. 

Instead, these organizations are 
prone to diverting network man- 
agement into crisis management 
where administrators don't deal 
with a situation until it is in a posi- 
tion to cause a problem. "On the 
surface, this appears to be the 
most economical way to handle 
network issues, however, a reac- 
tive approach to network protec- 
tion is always a gamble. Not 
catching a problem quick enough 
can result in debilitating and cost- 
ly network intrusions. These inci- 
dents can cost corporations mil- 
lions of dollars in recovery cost, 
downtime, and lost revenues. In 
these cases, the ends never justify 
the means," adds Wreski. 

Make Management 
APriority 

John A. Blackley, director of 
professional services at Citadel 
Security Software, believes that an 
organization needs to be rather 
mature before risk management is 
given the priority he thinks it 
deserves. "Risk avoidance or risk 
management measures are low on 
the agenda compared with primary 
revenue-generating activities." 



As for the preferred approach 
for managing networks, Blackley 
suggests starting with "a stable 
network built on proven technolo- 
gy, managed by a talented network 
manager, and maintained by 
methodical, experienced engineers. 
Add an appropriate toolset. That 
toolset would certainly include 
network analysis tools. It would 
also include effective firewalls, 
access control mechanisms, 
antivirus tools, and (in today's 



not possible. "One of the major 
issues is that managers and techni- 
cal teams do not fully understand 
what they are responsible for and 
what they must do to protect 
their organizations," says Steve 
Crutchley, CSO for 4Front- 
Security. The key is for managers 
to recognize the company's long- 
term needs and goals (technical 
and business) and then build effi- 
cient controls to support the orga- 
nization's requirements.

environment) a simple patch-man- 
agement process." While delegat- 
ing the management of your net- 
work to able professionals requires 
expenditures, in the long run your 
organization's financial interests 
will be enhanced. 

Keep Managers Informed 

Some experts contend that a 
lack of adequate knowledge pro- 
hibits effective network manage- 
ment. Without accurately grasping 
what the needs of the organization 
comprise, useful management is 



Crutchley says, "The only way 
this can be effectively done is to 
assess or audit the network based 
on the business objectives. The 
network managers must now 
become involved in the business 
and start to understand what senior 
management needs. Reporting, 
understanding, trending, network 
analysis — all these areas need 
tighter control. Better management 
of facilities and more proactive 
work is required." 

In Crutchley 's view, managers 
and their teams are reactive rather 



than proactive as a result of their 
failure to align their networks to 
the objectives of the organization. 
He says, "Most analysis tools pro- 
vide information for after-the- 
event scenarios, which is too late. 
Pre-assessments of networks and 
gaining a better understanding of 
needs are what network teams 
should be advocating today." 

Be Open To Outsourcing 

For some organizations, network 
management operations may be 
better served through outsourcing. 
Freeing up some of your staff s 
administrative duties may merit 
farming out perhaps a portion of 
the company's network manage- 
ment tasks. With so many vendors 
now offering a plethora of services, 
including remote monitoring and 
management of networks, it's not 
difficult to find prices that fall 
within a range of budgetary para- 
meters. The outsourcing alternative 
can ease the sometimes perplexing 
burden of network management. 

In the end, an effective network 
security team will exercise a com- 
prehensive management approach 
that applies both proactive and 
reactive elements. Individual busi- 
nesses should engage knowledge- 
able managers to examine the 
needs of the company and make 
choices as to the best courses of 
action to ensure the highest level of 
network security available, whether 
via proactive or reactive means.

Most network software comes 
with some level of monitoring 
and management capability, but 
often IT departments appreciate 
being able to choose different fea- 
tures.

What To Look For In A Vulnerability Scanner 



In general, vulnerabilities can be categorized as either of 
two types: vulnerabilities that are caused by flaws in pro- 
gramming code (usually fixed with patches or updates 
from the vendor) or vulnerabilities that are introduced by 
weak security configurations (such as uncontrolled 
access to shares, unrestricted permissions, open ports, or 
weak hardware control policies). 

No vulnerability scanner can be considered comprehen- 
sive if it does not address both of these aspects of network 
computer security. When selecting a vulnerability manage- 
ment solution, look for the following features: 

Alerting and reporting. Scanning results should be 
reported in a clear and concise manner that lets your secu- 
rity team follow up easily. 

Customization. A quality vulnerability scanner can be 
customized to meet the particular needs of your organi- 
zation. Scanning that is not company-specific may pro- 
duce results that are not necessary to your organization 
and could even bring about an invalid, false sense of 
security.

Users on your organization's 
security team may be taken aback 
when they are faced with the 
challenge of locating and repair- 
ing system vulnerabilities. In 
time, with the help of scanners 
and other tools, the pattern of 
security vulnerabilities will 
become familiar and your team 
will recognize and apply the 
knowledge they've gained to 
staunch other security shortcom- 
ings within your organization.

Network Security 
Technologies Converge 



The Line Between IDS & IPS Solutions 
Continues To Be Blurred

One of the prevailing mantras when it 
comes to building a secure network defense 
is "defense-in-depth" or layered security. The 
generally accepted practice is to guard the 
perimeter using a firewall to keep out unau- 
thorized network traffic and run an antivirus 
application and possibly a spam-blocking 
application on the messaging servers to block 
malware and unsolicited email from entering 
the network. This is often combined with 
desktop-level protection, which might 
include antivirus, anti- spy ware or personal 
firewalls, among other things. The logic sug- 
gests that what one application or layer of 
defense misses will get detected and blocked 
by a different application or layer of defense. 
IDSes (intrusion detection systems) are 
used by many companies to cover one of 
those layers. Using either signatures, which 
identify known characteristics of malware 
and attack techniques, or anomaly detection, 
which compares network traffic with a 
known baseline to identify suspicious activi- 
ty, the IDS monitors traffic on the internal 
network to provide some form of detection 
and alerting for threats that manage to bypass 
the other layers of defense. 

R.I.P. IDS 

In 2003, the Gartner Group released a con- 
troversial report declaring the death of IDS, 
calling it a market failure that would be obso- 
lete by the middle of the decade. One of the 
key factors driving corporations away from 



IDS is its management. In its pure form, an 
IDS does nothing to stop or mitigate an 
ongoing attack. It is like a car alarm system: 
It will make a lot of noise, but if nobody 
responds to the noise to find out what caused 
it or stop a potential thief from driving off in 
the car, it is simply an annoyance. 

George Kurtz, CEO and co-founder of the 
security firm Foundstone, which was recent- 
ly acquired by McAfee, agrees with the 
Gartner Group assessment. "I think IDS is 
dead and have been saying it for a few years 
now. IDS is equivalent to having someone 
break into your house, and as he climbs up 



Back From The Ashes 

Industry analysts disagree on whether IDS 
is, in fact, doomed to fade away in the near 
future or whether the evolution from a pure 
IDS to a "reactive" IDS or IPS solution is just 
a natural extension of the technology. Kurtz 
states, "At the end of the day, IPS is more like 
a firewall than an IDS because you are medi- 
ating traffic after deep-packet inspection and 
then sending an alert. I believe this is the 
wave of the future and will be most accepted 
on high-speed appliance devices." 

Appliances such as the Symantec 
Network Security 7100 series are marketed 
as being both an IDS and an IPS in a single 
device. According to Symantec, the

the stairs with a knife in hand, just about to 
enter your bedroom, an alarm goes off. At 
this point, we all know it is too late." 

An IPS (intrusion prevention system) is 
essentially an IDS combined with a firewall 
or an IDS that is able to interact with a fire- 
wall. As suspicious or malicious traffic is 
detected, rules can be established to trig- 
ger changes in the firewall configuration 
automatically to protect the network proac- 
tively rather than simply sending an alert to 
the administrator. 



Network Security 7100 can be switched 
from a pure IDS to IPS mode with a single 
mouse click, depending on the policies in 
place on the network. Another device that 
blurs the line between IDS, IPS, and fire- 
wall technologies is McAfee's Intrushield 
appliance, which combines signature 
and anomaly-based IPS functionality with 
firewall capabilities to proactively block 
detected threats. 

In the end, most would agree that the 
pure IDS is in fact fading away and being 



replaced with next-generation firewalls that 
include IDS features and are able to react 
automatically to detected attacks. Whether 
that is an evolution of IDS, a replacement 
of IDS, or a convergence of IDS and IPS 
depends on whom you ask. 



Convergence Or 
Marketing Hype? 



Over time, different variations of IDS have 
evolved. There are IDS solutions that rely 
on signatures and IDS solutions that moni- 
tor traffic for anomalies. There are passive 
IDS solutions that monitor and alert without 
performing any mitigating actions, and 
there are reactive IDS solutions that 
attempt to take proactive measures to stop 
or block the threat rather than simply 
sounding an alarm. The marketing peo- 
ple eventually gave the reactive IDS its 
own name, dubbing it an IPS (intrusion 
prevention system). 

The latest marketing hype behind the evolu- 
tion is to dub it a "convergence" of the two 
technologies, combining IDS and IPS func- 
tionality in one device or application. 
However, because an IPS is seen by many 
as simply an extension of an IDS, some do 
not consider it to be two separate technolo- 
gies in the first place. 

Marcus Ranum, chief security officer at 
Tenable Security, says, "They are the same 
thing. IPS is just a signature IDS with fire- 
wall block rules that sits inline. Big whoop. 
The 'convergence' — if there is any — is 
between firewalls and IDS."

Software For The Job

Servers can be cranky, which is 
why server management tools can 
be welcome aids in the data center. 
These tools help reduce downtime 
and increase efficiency, as well as 
cut your budget for service, support, 
and repairs. They can also automate 
common tasks that admins hate to do 
and free up their time for more impor- 
tant jobs. 

But which tool is right for you? 
And what's on the market? Al- 
though IBM, Dell, and HP dom- 
inate the server management 
game, there are plenty of 
third-party apps to choose 
from, too. 

IBM Director 4.20 || 

Director lets network admins 
view the server configuration and 
monitor the usage of crucial server 
components, such as RAM, disks, and 
processors. Among its many features is a 
core SQL database that stores system 
data, so that facts on any machine in a 
workgroup are available even when the 
machine is not; the capacity to handle 
several operating systems, including 
Windows and Linux; support for hard- 
ware from other vendors by using indus- 
try standards such as CIM and SNMP; 
a dual interface with command-line 
and GUI options (a feature absent from 
most other tools); and BladeCenter sup- 
port for networks that use IBM's new 
blade servers. 

And although these are useful features 
in any server management tool, IBM lets 
users upgrade Director with plug-ins for 
advanced options. Chief among these is 
the Server Plus Pack, which includes five 
tools for precision management: Capacity 
Manager, which detects bottlenecks;

IBM Director ships with each IBM 
eServer xSeries server and all Blade- 
Centers, but you can buy a license for 
non-IBM hardware for $599 (including a 
one-year subscription) from IBM at 
www.ibm.com. 

Dell OpenManage For Servers 

Like IBM Director, Dell OpenManage 
lets admins keep an eye on network servers. 
But unlike IBM's product, OpenManage is 
specific to Dell machines; it won't sup- 
port hardware from other brands. That 
said, don't let the limitation fool you: 
OpenManage is a powerful server manage- 
ment tool. 

Unlike Director, OpenManage not only 
offers a wide range of tools to monitor 
your servers, but to install them, as well. 
In fact, deployment is a key focus of 
OpenManage, and every PowerEdge serv- 
er ships with the Dell Server Assistant, 



whose job is to cut the time it takes to 

install Windows, NetWare, and Linux 

servers. OpenManage also includes 

the Dell Deployment Toolkit, used 

to make pre-OS functions, 

remote deployment, and reprovi- 

sioning simpler with a suite of 

command-line utilities and DOS 

batch scripts. (You can get 

a free copy of the Toolkit at 

www.support.dell.com.) 

Once your servers are up and 
running, you'll need to optimize 
their performance, and Dell Open- 
Manage, just like IBM Director, 
offers a host of tools for the job.

Application Management Tool 



Application management tools run the gamut from niche utilities to extremely 
comprehensive suites. 

Shop around. Because of the wide variety of application management tools, this 
space has not been commoditized— despite the tight competition among its develop- 
ers. This means that you stand a good chance of paying too much if you pick the first 
tool you see. 

Determine what you need before you go shopping. Developers of this kind of prod- 
uct often pad their features list with many bells and whistles that you just won't need. 
Make a list of your needs before you go looking to make sure you don't get enamored 
with flashy, but empty, selling points. 

Look for packages. Although you don't want to pay too much for features you 
don't need, beware of the a la carte trap. Buying a package that covers more appli- 
cations can be much more affordable than picking up management tools in a piece- 
meal fashion. 

Look for automation. Many application management tools don't actually manage; 
they just monitor. Organizations with only a few IT staffers should consider tools that 
offer automated management features. They give up more control of applications in 
return, but the time may be worth it.

metrics, and root cause analytics, up. time's Multi-Server 
Comparison gives admins a host of 2D and 3D graphs to com- 
pare the performance of network servers on CPU stats such as 
IPC calls per CPU, user time per CPU, and run queue length. 

And these are only three of the hundreds of yardsticks you 
can use to measure and monitor your servers' performance 
with server management tools from a bevy of vendors. 



What To Look For 



Choosing a server management tool can be tough— but most often, 
the choice is made for you in advance. Most IBM and Dell servers 
ship with management tools on their drives, and HP offers a wide 
range of software designed to monitor its servers. 

But they're not alone. Third-party vendors offer a bevy of server 
management tools that may be better for your data center. When 
choosing one, first decide if you need a specific monitor or metric, 
or a comprehensive suite of tools for general use. 

Next, do you plan to integrate your server management tools with your 
business processes, such as customer service, ERP, and SCM? If you 
do, you'll need high-end tools such as Concord's (www.concord.com) 
eHealth line of server management and business reporting software. 

Finally, make sure to vet your software for security. Server manage- 
ment tools let you snoop on— and often configure— your network's 
most vital machines.

Protect Your Network 

With Environmental Monitoring Apps

Tom Goldman, CEO of environmen- 
tal monitoring system vendor NetBotz, 
knows what can go horribly wrong 
in a data center due to environ- 
mental issues. 

"The last act of one IT adminis- 
trator was to put our [monitor- 
ing] system in place. The previous 
weekend, on the 30th floor of a 
building, water tanks on the roof 
leaked, which destroyed everything 
in the data center," Goldman says. 
"Most IT managers are unaware of 
environmental risks and think that 
they are the facility manager's job. 
But when the network goes down, 
it goes down, which then always 
goes back to the IT guy." 

The incident probably could 
have been avoided. An environ- 
mental monitoring system that 
detects fluctuations in humid- 
ity, temperature, and electrical 
currents could have triggered a 
warning for an IT admin to stop 
the water leak before the damage 
was done. 

NetBotz' s Goldman has an obvious 
vested interest in seeing that network 



admins invest in monitoring systems. 
However, there is evidence that envi- 
ronmental threats pose significant risks 




to data centers and infrastructures. A 
power outage, overheated servers, or 
water leaks can all decimate hardware 
to a much greater extent than any virus 
or black-hat hacker attack. 

The responsibility — and ultimately 
the blame — is placed on IT when 
environmental factors destroy equip- 
ment and disable a network. "I think 
that the IT community was right in 
dealing with and identifying the digi- 
tal threats first by getting the virus 
protection and firewalls in place, 

etc., but you can't just stop there," 

Goldman says. 

The Offerings 

Environmental monitoring sys- 
tems represent a nascent market sec- 
tor as IT admins continue to focus on 
fighting viruses and malicious hacker 
attacks. Indeed, the environmental 
monitoring space remains too small to 
track, say analysts Processor inter- 
viewed for this article. 

"The market is below the ra- 
dar screen of analysts," says Jean- 
Pierre Garbani, an analyst for 
Forrester Research. "I've seen [doz- 
ens] of large companies and just 
stumbled over [a few small ven- 
dors] that offer this application."

$11,000, the device offers simple installation and configu- 
ration, as well as Layer 7 inspection capabilities. PL2 has 
extended capacity and performance over its predecessor 
and is being marketed to administrators of large-scale 
IP networks. 

Drawbacks (beyond its price tag) that have been noted 
are a fairly basic statistics module and a lack of good data 
export facilities. For many companies, it might be enough 
to get a product that can do content filtering and AUP 
enforcement, skipping PL2's firepower.

FireMon 

For device change management and auditing, FireMon 
can be handy for monitoring system performance and track- 
ing changes to policies. It's limited to Nokia, Check Point, 
and Cisco products, but if those are what are in a com- 
pany's network, such a vendor- specific offering might be 
just the ticket. 

In terms of benefits, FireMon can audit any devices 
from its vendor trio, ensuring compliance with corporate 
or governmental regulations. A side-by-side policy or 
configuration comparison chart helps to track changes, 
and policy tests are based on how traffic is handled at the 
firewall. The company is especially fond of touting its 
change management capability, which tracks and 
archives all changes made across time and enterprise and 
compares the data with expected and consistent behavior.

AlterPoint DeviceAuthority Suite 3.0 

Although some network management products can 
handle changes, DeviceAuthority has been specifically 
designed to be an intelligent, enterprise-level change and 
configuration management product. The company notes 
that it provides a centralized, automated way to control a 
multivendor IT network infrastructure, which can be much 
appreciated in a network that has grown over time and fea- 
tures a variety of systems and devices.

Continued from Page 1 7 
and others don't have a large 
range of specific environmental 
monitoring systems, vendors such 
as AVTECH and ITWatchdogs, 
as well as NetBotz, can offer net- 
work admins what they seek, ana- 
lysts say. 

"What is needed, and what 
[these vendors] offer, is the capa- 
bility to detect floods, fire, gas 
leaks, temperature, or any abnor- 
mal condition in the environment," 
Garbani says. "It is going beyond 
that and the flexibility to adapt to 
different situations that makes the 
difference [between vendors]." 

Network-monitoring systems 
offer Ethernet-enabled connec- 
tions that monitor environmental 
conditions in or around servers, 
workstations, or data center envi- 
ronments. When the monitoring 
system detects a significant vari- 
ance or abnormality, such as a 
sudden increase in temperature, 
an admin receives an alert. 

Where the monitoring systems 
are placed and what they detect 
varies.

Not all environmental monitoring products and vendors are created equal. Here's 
a checklist of what to take into account when making a purchasing decision. 

Take stock of your needs. After determining that your equipment must be moni- 
tored for environmental risks, determine what the greatest threats are and 
choose a vendor according to how well they help mitigate those specific threats. 

Decide whether a complete package is necessary. Some vendors focus on 
a single detection or monitoring system, such as CPU heat or chemical sen- 
sors, for specific applications. But for mission-critical data centers, servers, or 
workstations, a comprehensive offering may be warranted. 

Make sure the product fits your specific needs. A humidity detection sen- 
sor will not do you much good if power surges are your greatest threat. 

Do a vendor background check. Environmental monitoring is still a nascent 
market served by mostly small vendors.

"It is now appropriate to think 
of systems in the context of a 
holistic type of interface," Garbani 
says. "This will likely happen as 
physical security of data centers 
becomes as important as monitor- 
ing and protecting against viruses 
and other threats."

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Using RAID, Part Two 



I In my last column, I 
examined the pros and 
cons of using RAID levels 
through 5. In today's col- 
umn I'll finish the discus- 
sion of RAID technology by 
covering RAID 10, software 
vs. hardware RAID, and 
SCSI vs. ATA and Serial 
ATA RAID. 

RAID 10 

RAID 10 is the most com- 
plicated and most poorly 
defined RAID level. It is 
alternately referred to as 
RAID 10, RAID 01, RAID 
0+1, and RAID 1+0. All of 
the implementations of RAID 
10 use a mix of striping and 
mirroring. Some vendors 
implement RAID 10 by cre- 
ating a striped set and mirror- 
ing it to another striped 
set (mirrored stripes). This 
implementation is sometimes 
referred to as RAID 01. 
Other vendors take a number 
of mirrored sets and stripe 
across them (striped mirrors). 
This is commonly referred to 
as RAID 10. 

Both of these types of 
implementations provide 
similar performance charac- 
teristics. However, RAID 10 
provides better fault tolerance 
and rebuild performance than 



RAID 01. Both array types 
provide very good to excel- 
lent overall performance by 
combining the speed of 
RAID with the redundancy 
of RAID 1 without requiring 
parity calculations. 

With equal performance 
and higher reliability, I can't 
imagine why anyone would 
choose RAID 01 over RAID 
10. However, you will need 
to review carefully the specs 
for whatever hardware you 
purchase to determine what a 
vendor means when it speci- 
fies RAID 10. Recently I 
purchased a Dell server that 
was advertised as having 
RAID 10 support, only to 
find that Dell has its own 
bizarre version of RAID 10. 
Dell implements RAID 10 
by concatenating mirrors, not 
striping across them. This 
gives you a large volume 



only write to one disk spin- 
dle at a time. I sent the con- 
troller back and purchased an 
Adaptec controller. 

RAID 10 and its variants 
have been around for years, 
but until recently the cost 



meant only using it for high- 
end databases or enterprise 
applications that required 
both high performance and 
high reliability. However,

with the wide availability of 
Serial ATA RAID solutions, 
which I'll discuss shortly. 

Software vs. 
Hardware RAID 

When WinNT Worksta- 
tion was first released, I 
was thrilled that it included 
software RAID.

ATA RAID, I can't see any 
justification for using soft- 
ware RAID instead of hard- 
ware RAID.

with high reliability, but you 
lose all of the performance 
benefits that you normally 
get with RAID 10 since you 



RAID 10 for almost any 
application that requires 
redundancy and performance. 
This is especially true now 



relatively high cost of SCSI 
RAID controllers, it was hard 
to justify using hardware 
RAID for workstations or 
low-end servers. In this envi- 
ronment I made frequent use 
of software RAID, both for 
the improved reliability and 
also as a means to create a 
larger volume than the small 
disks of that era provided. 

Unfortunately, software 
RAID had some bad points. 
It is much slower than hard- 
ware RAID (don't even think 
about software RAID 5) and 
is also less reliable — good 
luck recovering a software 
RAID volume if your OS is 
corrupted. With the advent of 



RAID was SCSI. SCSI is 
still the premier solution, 
offering better performance 
and more flexible configura- 
tions than any other alterna- 
tive. However, over the last 
few years, ATA disk drives 
have increased dramatically 
in size and performance 
and now offer a reasonable 
alternative to SCSI disks in 
terms of performance and 
are the clear champs in the 
price/performance category. 
With the advent of bigger, 
faster ATA drives, vendors 
(notably Promise Technol- 
ogy) began creating low- 
cost ATA RAID controllers. 
These early controllers were 



mostly useful for two-disk 
RAID or RAID 1 sets due 
to the limitations associated 
with IDE (two devices per 
channel). Because of these 
limitations, ATA RAID was 
mostly used for worksta- 
tions or very small servers. 

The recent introduction of 
serial ATA has created a new 
low-cost alternative to SCSI 
RAID. You can purchase a 
serial ATA RAID controller 
with 64Mb cache, hardware 
XOR engine, and support for 
RAID levels 0, 1, 5, and 10 
for $200. Using Serial ATA 
RAID, you can create a half- 
terabyte RAID 10 volume for 
less than $800. Serial ATA 
RAID solutions still don't 
support enough disk spindles 
for high-end databases or 
other applications with 
extremely demanding I/O re- 
quirements, but for almost 
everything else it is an excel- 
lent alternative to SCSI. 

It will be interesting to see 
if serial SCSI will lower the 
cost of SCSI implementa- 
tions to make them more 
cost-competitive with serial 
ATA. If not, you can expect 
to see SCSI become increas- 
ingly relegated to a small 
niche market at the extreme 
high end of the market.

Security Appliances: 
Is All-in-One All In Fun? 



!In recent months, I've 
i spent a lot of time 
focused on security. This has 
led me to what I think are a 
few indisputable truths. First, 
security policy should al- 
ways be the driver behind 
security purchases. Second, 
companies without strong 
security policies often end up 
making truly awful purchas- 
ing decisions at some point. 

But maybe I'm getting 
ahead of myself and should 
explain where my rationale 
is coming from. 

A Brief Look At 
The All-ln-One Market 

Back in February, Watch- 
Guard launched Firebox X 
that, in addition to firewall 
and IDS/IPS capabilities, 
includes Web filtering, spam 
control, application layer 
security, and a VPN. Then 
there's the recently released 
SNAP VPN from ClearPath 
Networks, which has pretty 
much the same functionality. 

Quite a pair of products, 
wouldn't you say? But wait, 
there's more! 

In September, networking 
equipment giant Cisco Sys- 
tems jumped into the game, 



announcing a new line of all- 
in-one integrated service 
routers aimed at the SMB 
market. The new Cisco 2800 
and 3800 routers are all-in- 
one appliances that, in addi- 
tion to providing high-speed 
WAN data routing, also pro- 
vide IDS/IPS, a firewall, and 
Network Address Trans- 
lation, among other things. 

Ranging from $1,000 to 
$4,000, all-in-one security 
devices make sense for a 
small company; indeed, 
many of these all-in-one ap- 
pliances are geared directly 
at the SMB market. And by 
small, I mean really small, 
with an IT staff of one or two 
people. But surely there must 
be more to this crucial pur- 
chasing decision than just 
company size. 

The Crux Of 

The Decision Issue 

First and foremost, despite 
the fact that the security 
products that have flooded 
the market contain many 
desirable and necessary secu- 
rity features, a considerable 
number of them are managed 
services. This means that the 
appliance for which you've 



paid good money is connect- 
ed to the vendor and hosted 
by it. Do you really want to, 
in effect, outsource your 
security? And can you really 
be certain that a reputable 
firewall manufacturer knows 




anything about making good 
URL-blocking software or 
spam filters? 

Integrated security devices 
are nothing new. However, 
their striking rise in popular- 
ity is a fairly recent develop- 
ment. For example, IDC 
reckons that by 2007, 80% 
of security offerings will be 
appliance-based, and a good- 
ly chunk of them multifunc- 
tion at that. Within the appli- 
ance market itself, many of 
the smaller appliance makers 
are being snapped up by 
larger companies. While this 



type of positioning can bring 
stability to any burgeoning 
market, there is always the 
chance that truly useful solu- 
tions will become diluted or 
consumed altogether. 

The general trend toward 
IT consolidation has en- 
snared many organizations 
with its promises of efficien- 
cy and cost savings. In the 
case of security, consolida- 



particularly when it comes to 
security. With these multi- 
function devices, network la- 
tency, single point of failure, 
policy configuration, ad- 
ditional costs for virus up- 
dates, and scalability issues 
are all legitimate concerns 
you should be aware of. 

Still, simplicity of manage- 
ment is a tempting option, 
and there are a handful of

tion has been labeled "Uni- 
fied Threat Management" 
(another three-letter acro- 
nym). However, an all-in- 
one device presents a single 
point of failure — this flies 
in the face of conventional 
wisdom, which calls for 
layered security. 

The main problem is that 
all-in-one appliances often 
eliminate your best-of-breed 
choices for dedicated appli- 
ances. At Info-Tech, we've 
often advised against putting 
all your eggs in one basket, 



vendors that incorporate best- 
of-breed software for each 
separate function (McAfee 
for antivirus, Safenet for 
VPN, SurfControl for content 
filtering). Then again, you 
run into the problem of hav- 
ing a machine that has to 
acquire updates from several 
software manufacturers. 

Policy Is The Best Policy 

Consolidated, all-in-one 
appliances vs. best-of-breed, 
layered security seems to be 
an argument that could go on 



forever. So what are SMBs 
supposed to do? This is 
where policy enters the 
scene. If your IT department 
has a service-level agreement 
to provide a certain level of 
network speed, do not buy a 
security appliance that will 
inspect every bit of every 
network packet against thou- 
sands and thousands of mal- 
ware signatures. 

In other words, it may 
come down to letting your 
firewall be a firewall only 
and leaving the virus scan- 
ning and URL blocking 
to other devices. Many of the 
security solutions from dif- 
ferent vendors are interopera- 
ble anyway; it's not like all- 
in-ones are the only way for 
security technologies to com- 
municate with one another. 

Watch out for product of- 
ferings whose main selling 
feature only seems to be the 
convenience of one-stop 
shopping. Be especially 
watchful of vendors that prey 
on an organization's lack of 
coherent security manage- 
ment to ply their trade. If 
you're prepared to accept the 
risks inherent in an all-in-one 
device, find a product that 
conforms to your written poli- 
cies as closely as possible.

A Worldwide Computing Grid

Imagine being able to share and 
manage copious amounts of data 
from any physical location, using 
any operating system and any 
media type. Security would be a 
big issue, so why not throw data 
access management into the pipe 
dream too? This is the whole idea 
behind data grid technology. On a 
user level, being concerned about 
where your data is located on the 
grid is not as important as having 
access to that data. Efforts from 
organizations and companies such 
as IBM and CERN have been 
bringing the global data grid com- 
munity further from the imagina- 
tion and closer to reality. 

In 2001 the EU (European 
Union) decided to fund a data grid 
initiative called the European 
DataGrid Project (led by CERN), 



which was ultimately an effort to 
process huge amounts of data, 
coming from shared large-scale 
databases, across widely distrib- 
uted scientific communities. The 
DataGrid Project spanned over a 
three-year term that successfully 
concluded in March of this year. 
Now a new project is under way 
to carry the flame for the Data- 
Grid Project. The new EGEE 
(Enabling Grids for E- Science in 
Europe) project, started in April, 
has been designed to take grid 
technology a step further by 
establishing a service grid infra- 
structure that will be available 
across Europe 24 hours a day. 

Stage Two 

EGEE, a two-year project con- 
ceived as part of a four-year pro- 
gram, is mostly funded by EU 
funding agencies. It has a world- 



wide mission, receiving important 
contributions from the United 
States, Russia, and other non-EU 
partners. The current grid project 
testbed consists of 40-plus Euro- 
pean computer centers that are par- 
ticipating in the EGEE project. 
The next major experiment at 
CERN, the Large Hadron Collider, 
planned for operation in 2007, will 
produce exceptional amounts of 



even before the formal start of the 
project. Available resources and 
user groups are expected to rapidly 
expand during the course of the 
project. Following the first two- 
year project, a second two-year pro- 
ject is anticipated, where industry 
sectors will continue operations and 
maintenance of a stable grid infra- 
structure from the scientific/acade- 
mic community. EGEE is aiming

data (several petabytes per year) 
and see data distributed across the 
globe for storage and analysis. 

This second wave of the project 
is already in full swing, deploying 
basic services and initiating middle- 
ware and dissemination activities 



at 3,000 active users on the grid 
infrastructure from at least five sep- 
arate scientific disciplines by the 
end of the second year. The grid 
infrastructure is expected to grow to 
over 8,000 CPUs by the end of the 
second year of the project. 



The whole European movement 
has stemmed from activity on 
data grids in the United States, 
where the concept originally 
emerged. But the benefits of grid 
computing will reach beyond 
one or two countries, and SMBs 
are also expected to reap some re- 
wards. Fabrizio Gagliardi, senior 
scientific staff at CERN, com- 
ments, "If small to medium- 
sized enterprises need affordable 
high-performance and data-inten- 
sive computing, they could be- 
come potential users of data grid 
technology in a not too long 
future." Other data grid enthusi- 
asts see the results of the project 
as increasing the competitiveness 
of SMBs, enabling them to access 
the same advanced computational 
tools and resources available in 
larger enterprises. 

IBM has also been working 
with CERN in creating a massive 
data management system known 
as "Storage Tank," which is 
designed to provide scalable, 
high-performance, highly avail- 
able data management using a 
single file namespace regardless 
of location and operating system. 
A common belief of CERN and 
its partners is that current testbed 
grids will eventually become "the 
grid."

The Help Desk Institute Aims To Draw 
A Range Of IT Professionals

As every IT and data center manager knows, 
it takes a great deal of effort to keep a 
company humming and healthy. From minor 
application problems to major network 
outages, support issues can appear at any 
time, and if not handled quickly and proper- 
ly, they can bring a company to a standstill. 

Although many IT membership associa- 
tions give managers access to colleagues 
who can swap support battle tales, the HDI 
(Help Desk Institute) is working to be a one- 
stop resource of insight, advice, and training 
for anyone who handles help desk tasks. 

Although the association's name might 
lead to assumptions that it's just for call 
center firms and support software makers, 
HDI spokesperson Jennifer McClure says 
those type of companies make up only a 
small part of the membership. 

"Many of our members are at small and 
midsized organizations, where there are just 



a few IT people handling help desk and 
other duties," she says. "Because their staffs 
are small, they like having a community of 
professionals who have faced the problems 
that they're struggling with right now." 

Membership Benefits 

HDI currently has over 7,500 members 
and more than 50 active U.S. chapters. 
Members can peruse HDI-created publi- 
cations and industry reports and also par- 
ticipate in professional training and certi- 
fication programs. 

A members-only section of its Web site 
(www.thinkhdi.com) connects people 
through online forums and groups. 
McClure notes that the site includes an 
industry resources section featuring sup- 
port professionals who love to chat about 
implementation of processes, support pro- 
cedures, and operational issues. The site 
also has career resources provided by 
Robert Half Technology, with advice on 



resume writing, interviewing techniques, 
and salary negotiation. 

One of most compelling reasons for 
SMEs to sign up may be the cost. Like other 
organizations, fees are based on individual 
memberships. The lowest rate is $75 per 
year but doesn't include access to the mem- 
bers-only area. The most cost-effective rate 
for a small company is the silver member- 
ship at $115 per person, per year. That 
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includes access to the site, discounts for 
training and the association's annual confer- 
ence, and membership in a local chapter if 
there' s one in the member' s area. 

Medium-sized companies may want to 
pop for the platinum membership, which is 
$560 per year for all the employees at a 
company to get training and conference dis- 
counts and $50 per person for site access. 



Future Endeavors 



In an effort to draw a broad range of 
members and cater to many industries, HDI 
has been gearing up to make a slew of 
changes in the next year, including several 
initiatives to show that it's for more than 
just help desk personnel. 

McClure notes that HDI is refining its 
online training program and bringing in 
more partners to expand its geographic 
range. It recently partnered with Microsoft 
for a certification initiative and already has 
CompTIA's partnership. 

"People at smaller companies in particu- 
lar like the online training," says McClure. 
"They have so much to do that it's difficult 
for them to take days off and go to a train- 
ing event." HDI members can complete 
online training and then just take the certifi- 
cation exam at an affiliated center. The 
association is also expanding its training 
areas and recently added project manage- 
ment training to the mix. 

Being able to have resources to man- 
age support effectively is crucial, says 
McClure, even if that resource is simply 
another professional who's been through 
problems and has emerged unscathed. "The 
IT environment is very challenging," she 
says. "There are issues that are both techni- 
cal and managerial. It's nice to have some- 
place like HDI for information about how 
to handle it all."

Ultrawideband: Is The Wireless Future 
Really This Close?

Yesterday's science fiction has 
long been surpassed by technology. 
After all, who would have ever 
thought that a digital wireless com- 
munication network capable of 
delivering voice and streaming data 
to devices that functioned as 
phones, music players, hard drives, 
cameras, and personal computers 
all in a single device would become 
commonplace? As fantastic as it all 
sounds, technology is poised to take 
another Moorian leap forward with 
ultrawideband technology. 

The wireless UWB technology 
has been around a number of 
years, but thanks to the FCC, it is 



now being pushed as a viable 
option to lessen demands on the 
portion of the spectrum dedicated 
to data and voice communications. 

Prototypes from Intel have 
already demonstrated transmission 
speeds of 220Mbps, and that is 
expected to increase to 480Mbps 
by the time consumer products hit 
the market. Add better security, 
fewer power requirements, and 
less interference, and developers 
have a new physical layer of deliv- 
ery for wireless digital communi- 
cation services, as well as noncom- 
munication abilities in radar, GPS, 
and medical imaging technologies. 

UWB operates by transmitting 
digital signals as pulses instead of 



a continuous stream using very low 
power across a wider band of the 
wireless spectrum. Operating 
between 3.1GHz and 10.6GHz, 
UWB signals cover an area over 80 
times as wide as that used by 
802.11b WLANs. The UWB plat- 
form is composed of two core lay- 
ers. The combination of a radio 
layer and a convergence layer sup- 
port an underlying transport mech- 
anism for applications such as 
Bluetooth that function on a single 
radio signal. 

Given the security issues that 
have plagued 802.x technologies, 
UWB could possibly overtake cur- 
rent standards in the race for a 
secure wireless data transmission 
solution. UWB signals are ex- 
tremely difficult to intercept, and 
this could resolve many of the 
security risks associated with wire- 



less to date. However, it would be 
more likely that UWB displace 
Bluetooth before it would Wi-Fi, 
given the distance transmission 
limitations. Currently, UWB is lim- 
ited to approximately 30 feet 
between transmitter and receiver. 

Putting Standards In Place 

As with any new technology, 
standards need to be established 
before commercial devices hit the 
market. In early 2004, Intel submit- 
ted plans at its Developer Forum in 
an effort to work toward an inclu- 
sive, standards-based, universal 
platform for UWB -based devices 
capable of high-speed wireless data 
transfers. The IEEE 802.15 Work- 
ing Group for Wireless Personal 
Networks is also heavily involved 
in the adoption of standards. It is 



speculated UWB standardization 
should be completed by 2006. 

UWB electronics have already 
begun showing up in development 
markets and should start to gain 
momentum in the next two to three 
years. The first commercial use of 
UWB is most likely to show up in 
the consumer market first provid- 
ing easy connectivity between per- 
sonal electronic devices, such as 
digital imaging equipment and 
entertainment devices. 

Ultimately, adoption of UWB 
will lead toward the convergence 
of communications, computing, 
and consumer electronic devices. 
The ability for multiple applica- 
tions to operate at high speeds over 
a single radio signal will indeed 
bring new and exciting capabilities 
to wireless technologies.

The replicated components 
process the same instructions at 
the same time; if one component 
malfunctions, its partner contin- 
ues normal operation without data 
loss, performance degradation, or 
system downtime. There is only 
one software image vs. a cluster's 
active/passive approach, which, 
according to Stratus, is hard to 




maintain, needs failover scripting, 
and requires applications to be 
cluster-aware. 

One downside of putting the 
redundancy all on one board, Lane 
acknowledges, is that "You can't 
take components out while the 
machine is running, except for the 
drives, so it's serviced during 
downtime." However, according 
to Lane, "It takes only 25 to 45 
minutes to replace the board, start- 
ing from powering down with a 
graceful shutdown, and including 
uncabling, removing any PCI 
cards, etc. This is our first 
machine that uses planned down- 
time. It's a compromise to move 
the price point down." (The W 
Series 3300 does not require this.)

TheEnd0f4GHz 

O Processor perfor- 
mance has always 
been linked to speed: 
The faster a proces- 
sor runs, so the argument goes, 
the better its performance. In 
recent years, however, chipmak- 
ers have learned that raw speed 
does not always guarantee su- 
perior performance. Intel's rival 
AMD has released recent prod- 
ucts that easily compete with Intel 
processor performance, although 
AMD processors employ slower 
clock speeds. Other factors, such 
as cache size, data bus width, and 
other techniques including Hyper- 
Threading, also yield performance 
improvements but are easier to 
design and implement than adding 
raw speed. 

Intel's 4GHz Pentium 4 proces- 
sor, originally slated for the end of 
2004, has been canceled. Instead 
of raw speed, Intel will focus on 
other performance enhancements 
including increased cache sizes 
and bus speeds. This marks a sig- 
nificant change for Intel. Although 
the shift has been discussed for 
some time, such discussions have 



typically been followed by an- 
nouncements of faster processors. 
The first 3.8GHz Pentium 4 with 
2MB of cache should be avail- 
able early in 2005. Intel has also 
completed the development of a 
dual-core Pentium chip slated for 
a 2005 release. By 2007, Intel 
hopes to reduce power consump- 
tion for desktop processors by in- 
corporating technologies used in 
mobile processors (the technology 
is dubbed Merom). 

Other Processors 
Going 64-Bit 

Although Intel and 
AMD are easily the 
most recognized 
names in PC proces- 
sors, other chipmakers are con- 
stantly vying for space in the 
marketplace by offering special- 
ized operations or performance 
improvements that the big manu- 
facturers have not yet embraced. 
Via Technologies is no stranger 
to chip manufacturing, and its lat- 
est development (code-named 
Isaiah) promises a 64-bit proces- 
sor that is particularly well suited 
to audio and video data handling, 
while maintaining an emphasis on 




low-cost and low-power demands. 
Transmeta processors (such as the 
Efficeion 2) also support current 
x86 architectures, and 64-bit sup- 
port for future Transmeta chips is 
currently in development. 

64-bit processors can provide 
improved performance by han- 
dling twice the data width now 
supported by current 32-bit pro- 
cessors. In addition, 64-bit pro- 
cessors can address far more than 
the 4GB memory limit imposed 
by 32-bit processors. The real gat- 
ing factor for 64-bit adoption is 
software support. Although Linux 
can run on 64-bit systems now 
and Sun's Solaris 10 is expected 
to support 64-bit systems by the 
end of 2004, 64-bit Windows sup- 
port is not expected until some- 
time in 2005 (when Longhorn is 
finally released). Of course, appli- 
cations must also be redesigned to 
optimize their performance under 
64-bit OSes. 

Internal Security Threats 
Often Ignored 

Data is perhaps the 
most important asset 
in today's business 
environment. New 




designs, customer databases, HR 
files, and purchasing records are 
just a few precious data types that 
corporations must protect from 
threats such as hackers or viruses. 
It's not just a matter of good busi- 
ness; increasing government regu- 
lations must also be met. 

However, an enterprise must 
also cope with internal threats 
from its own employees' errors, 
omissions, or malicious actions. 
Studies such as the "2004 Ernst & 
Young Global Information Se- 
curity Survey" find that 70% of 
organizations around the world 
are not emphasizing employee 
awareness and support of corpo- 
rate security policies. This sug- 
gests that top decision makers are 
aware of the potential for internal 
abuse but do not consider em- 
ployee training to be a priority, 
instead focusing on expendi- 
tures intended to deal with ex- 
ternal threats. 

Most experts agree that organi- 
zations can improve security by 
cultivating a security-conscious 
culture within the organization 
itself and requiring greater securi- 
ty compliance with business part- 
ners and vendors.

Come Together 

Virtela Moves Convergence Forward 
By Supporting Global MPLS Traffic

Although every network carries data, differ- 
ent types of data carry their own priority levels 
and impose varying demands on network re- 
sources, making it difficult for any one network 
architecture to handle multiple data types effi- 
ciently. For example, a traditional data network 
may not be an adequate VoIP or video over IP 
platform. The need to handle various data types

has often resulted in multiple network infra- 
structures within the enterprise, increasing costs 
and support requirements. Over the past few 
years, the IT industry has moved to embrace 
convergence, allowing the same network to 
handle multiple data types efficiently. 

A Matter Of Priority 

The trick to convergence is to ensure that data 
with higher priority, such as voice and video, can 
receive the improved switching or routing that it 
requires. An ordinary file transfer can easily tol- 
erate interruptions and speed changes, but data 
such as voice packets are time-critical. A net- 
work must be able to differentiate data types and 
service each accordingly. Ian Dix, senior vice 
president of marketing at Virtela, says that 
MPLS (Multiprotocol Label Switching) has 
moved from a Cisco-specific technology to a net- 
working convergence standard. CoS (Class of 
Service) routing allows voice, video, and other 
time-sensitive data to receive faster routing than 
lower-priority traffic, such as email. This ability 
to prioritize corporate applications is a major 
appeal of MPLS. Carriers can also benefit with 
MPLS by reusing their frame relay or ATM in- 
frastructure to carry MPLS traffic: There is 



significant capital savings in MPLS deployments 
because new routers are often not necessary. 

MPLS offers integral security, according to 
Dix. "MPLS, unlike frame relay or ATM, is 
inherently 'fully meshed' for intra-branch com- 
munications and does not require encryption 
of data for security, as the network is inher- 
ently private." He continues, "Any company that 
needs secure networking to send information be- 
tween offices is a candidate for MPLS service. 
The service is particularly appealing to those 
companies looking to converge voice and video, 
as well as prioritize corporate applications for 
performance optimization." 

Service Limitations 

MPLS is growing aggressively around the 
world, but important service issues remain. 
Although a service carrier supporting MPLS 
can easily interconnect MPLS networks, carri- 
ers cannot interconnect their networks. This can 
severely limit the geographic reach of MPLS. 
Dix explains, "The major issue with MPLS is 
the inability of carriers to interconnect their net- 
works so that the availability footprint of the 
service can be increased. Because of the lack of 
standards to allow network-to-network inter- 
faces, a customer is limited in geographic reach 
to the coverage of the single MPLS provider. If 
a location needing MPLS is not on the pro- 
vider's MPLS network, then workarounds or 
alternative network technologies must be imple- 
mented, making the service a hodgepodge of 
technologies and thereby decreasing the effec- 
tiveness of the network." 

These carrier interconnection problems have 
led to workarounds based on IPsec technology. 
"The lack of global VPN points of presence rela- 
tive to Internet access has created the need for 
hybrid IPsec-to-MPLS networks, where the first 
VPN technology — IPsec — is used for access 
through an MPLS gateway. Similarly, frame 



relay has been used as access to MPLS networks 
in areas where MPLS is not available." Al- 
though such workarounds make it possible to 
convey MPLS data between networks, inter- 
network architectures are needed for optimum 
MPLS performance. 

Going Global 

For true end-to-end MPLS performance, carri- 
ers must be able to connect their networks to- 
gether. Network providers such as Virtela are 
developing the technologies to make such con- 
nections possible. Dix says, "The Virtela MPLS 
SF reaches over 190 countries by joining togeth- 
er the world's top MPLS networks and routing 
traffic on any of them based upon proprietary 
routing databases." The key to global perfor- 
mance is global presence. "Virtela' s model is an 
extension of the company's highly successful 
IPSF (IP Service Fabric) network, wherein 
Virtela builds Regional Policy Centers around 
the world and obtains MPLS capacity from the 
top regional MPLS providers. Inside the Re- 
gional Policy Centers are routers and databases 
that allow MPLS traffic to interconnect from 
one carrier's MPLS network to another." 

Ease-of-management is crucial, and global 
solutions allow for an unprecedented level of 
convenience. Reliability and cost-effective oper- 
ation in such solutions are also very important. 
Dix says, "The MPLS SF can automatically 
reroute to another MPLS backbone if one par- 
ticular backbone goes down or significantly 
degrades. Lastly, the MPLS SF is more cost-
